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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1 . Regarding Nonweiler, Applicant argues that 
the Reference's composition includes thermoplastic powder, which contradicts the "consist of limitation of Claim 1 . Examiner disagrees. 
Nonweiler teaches a composition, which includes expandable polystyrene beads and thermoplastic powder (see Abstract). Therefore, the 
powder is not a part of the bead. 2. Regarding Bardman, Applicant argues that the Reference teaches a pigment englobed in a polymer 
matrix. This is incorrect. Bardman teaches that the composite particle obtained by admixing of polymer particle and a pigment (see line 
0077). Therefore, the pigment locates on the surface of a polymer particle. 2. Regarding Voss, Applicant argues that the Reference 
teaches glycerol monostearate, which excludes by the claiml language. Examiiner disagrees. Glycerol monostearate is an optional 
component. It used not as anti-lumping agent, but as an agent for reducing molding time during expanding (see column 2, line 30). 
Therefore, its mixing together with Zn Stearate is not required. 3. Regarding Ishigaki Applicant argues that Reference does not teach 
expandable beads. Note that Ishigaki applied in the Rejection to show equivalence between Zn Stearate and Fe Stearate. Both reagents 
areused as anti-lumping agents, regardless of the type of polystyrene particles, since they serve the same purpose, i.e. prevent stickiness 
of the polymeric particles. 
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
